Fbobably the most important mat­ 
ter that came before the grand lodge 
of Odd Fellows in session at Minne­ 
apolis this week was that of found­ 
ing a home in this state for depend­ 
ent members of that order.

A decided improvement in the finan­ 
cial situation is reported by William 
E. Curtis of the Chicago Record who 
is in New York, where he has fonnd 
that all classes in the industrial and 
commercial world feel encouraged 
over the outlook and expectancy baa 
replaced the apprehension that bad 
become the habitual condition of the 
public mind for the last three years. 
The people yon meet in the banks 
downtown and visitors from other

The reports ia regard to the crops 
are giving mach encouragement, be­ 
cause abundant Grope will make 
money more plentiful among the 
farmers of the West, and this will re­ 
sult in the increased consumption of 
manufactured goods. President Hill 
of the Great Northern railroad pre­ 
dicts that the wheat fields contribut­ 
ary to that line will furnish 90,000,000 
bushels of grain this season for its 
transportation, aud the managers of 
the other railways contribute intelli­ 
gence equally favorable to the gener­ 
al stores of encouragement. The job­ 
bers say that the supply of manufac­ 
tured goods which are necessaries ef 
life is generally exhausted through­ 
out the country, and the people must 
buy arid the mills must resume oper­ 
ations to meet the demand, which 
will bring into circulation the millions 
of dollars that have been hoarded 
through the hard times. 
Every­ 
body agraaa that menay it plenti­ 
ful, and that it ia oui/ necessary to 
convince the people that proaperty 
baa coma to ba an actual reality. The 
water has been squealed out af stocks. 
Unprofitable properties have bean re­ 
organized upon an economical basis. 
Fictitious values have been exposed, 
bubbles have collapsed aud stock cor­ 
porations are nearer a rock bottom 
basis of operation than they have been 
for many years. 
Thus it will be seen that the signs 
are propitious for an early revival of 
commercial and industrial activity. 
The tariff bill will be passed within a 
few Wf-eks, and this will remove what 
many manufacturers assert is a dis­ 
quieting feature. There will then be 
nothing to disturb the business world, 
and if the changes in the tariff can 
produce prosperity, there will be a 
steady and rapid improvement all 
along the line.

presides, 
composed of the members of the High 
2ourt of Judicature known ae tbs lord 
justices, who are not peers, and like­ 
wise of those peers who have held of­ 
fice in the past as chancellor of Eng­ 
land or as lord chancellor of Ireland, 
is lord justice general of Scotland or 
is merely a lord justice. 
These ex­ 
alt lords take their places on the side 
teats, arrayed In ordinary 
morning 
tress, while the lord justices of appeal, 
irrayed In wig and gown, occupy the 
iross seats, the lord chancellor, like­ 
wise In his robes, directing the pro­ 
c u r e from the woolsack. But Hotti­ 
ng of the kind exists for criminal 
?ases. and there is at the present mo­ 
ment no means of quashing and re­ 
versing the decision 
of a criminal 
;3urt except by the grant of a pardon 
n the queen’s name to the prisoner. 
In instances where the Innocence of 
:he latter has been brought to light 
After the conviction this is obviously a 
nost unsatisfactory method of dealing 
with the affair, since the concession 
>f the act of grace in the name of the 
;rown implies that a crime has really 
Yeen committed which needs forgive- 
aesa and mercy. 
Moreover, judges, no matter 
how 
eminent and how anxious to be im­ 
partial and just, are, 
after all, but 


it la upon him, aa mattera now atand, 
that the reaponaihility rests of repair­ 
ing any judicial error by the unusual 
means of a queen's pardon* 
Indeed, 
he is possessed of no legal knowledge 
and, moreover, exercises the right of 
granting the 
crown*! 
pardons 
not 
through any constitutional preroga­ 
tive hut merely by modern usage, the 
state of affairs is extremely unsatisfac­ 
tory. It is only since the beginning of 
the present reign that the duty of de­ 
ciding upon the merits of the eases 
worthy of royal pardon has been left 
in the hands of the secretary of state 
for the home department. 
Before Queen Victoria came to the 
throne this prerogative was exercised 
exclusively by the sovereign, who like­ 
wise signed all the death warrants of 
cr!piinal0t thff~home secretary merely 
a c ti n i a tut lkjriaory and secretarial 
capacity) seeing that the* monarch’s 
orders were carried into effect. 
But when Victoria succeeded to th? 
crown aa a girl barely 18 years old it 
was felt that it would be unjust to ask 
so young and innocent a miud to as­ 
sume the. responsibility of sending to 
or holding from the gallows criminals 
convicted of capital offenses. Accord­ 
ingly it was resolved in council that 
the secretary of state for the home de 
partment should take charge of the 
matter himself and should sign the 
warrant in the queen’s name without 
consulting her or taking her wishes 
upon the subject. It was in this way 
that the queen and the British mon 
archy lost forever that constitutional 
prerogative 
of 
mercy 
and 
pardon 
which has always been regarded as the 
most priceless jewel in the crowns of 
the old world, monarchs, and 
it 
is 
doubtful 
whether 
today, 
with 
the 
growth of Democratic sentiment 
in 
England, the sovereign would be al­ 
lowed to reassume possession thereof. 
For, with the popular theory that it 
is the people, rather than the monarch, 
who are really sovereign, it stands to 
reason that parliament prefers to see 
the power of pardon vested in 
the 
hands of one of its members who holds 
his office as home secretary, subject to 
its votes, and who can, therefore, be 
held to strict account, rather than in 
those of the queen, who cannot

Along the north Jersey coast from 
Ixmg Branch to 
Asbury 
Park 
the 
coast is formed of bluffs and 
high 
ground and walls that will offer direct 
resistance to the waves must be con­ 
structed to protect them 
from 
the 
waves, says Lippincott’s. These bluffs 
are being washed away rapidly where 
not protected by some artificial device, 
and the sand is carried back into the 
sea, where sandbars are formed with 
it. 
Many years ago when the Jersey 
seaside resorts first became prominent 
efforts were made to protect this shore 
with heavy 
timber 
bulkheads. 
But 
each recurring winter these massive 
timbers were washed away and a good 
slice of the bluffs was leveled. 
No 
matter how heavy and strong 
this 
sort of protection is made the sea is 
pretty sure to batter it down in time 
and the work must be repeated. 
For 
fifteen years now property-owners have 
wasted their money in building make­ 
shift timber walls to protect their land 
from the ocean along many parts of 
our coast. The same amount of money 
put In strong walls of masonry and 
concrete would yield permanent results 
that would endure for half a century 
and in time this must be the outcome 
of the present abortive attempts to 
keep back the sea. 
Besides wooden walls numerous jet­ 
ties run out into the ocean to break the 
force of the current, and in this way 
the damage to the bluffs Is somewhat 
lessened. 
Nearly every storm of any 
great fury not only carries away or 
demolishes part of the walls but makes 
great inroads into the bluffs of sand 
behind them. A solid stone wall with 
sloping faces to the sea, would protect 
the bluffs so that private and public 
property would be secure for all time. 
The best illustration of this principle 
of coast defense can be seen In 
the 
numerous stone breakwaters construct­ 
ed by the government for harbor pro­ 
tection. 


THE HOLLAND SUBMARINE BOAT. 


In the presence of a few persons the 
Holland submarine torpedo boat was 
launched at the Crescent shipyards, 
Elizabeth, N. J., the other day. 
The 
vessel was christened "The Holland” 
by Mrs. Nixon, wife of Lieutenant Lew­ 
is Nixon, the constructor. 
Inventor 
Holland says there will not be any at­ 
tempt at submarine evolutions for sev­ 
eral weeks. 
The boat is cylindrical in shape, fif­ 
ty feet three Inches long, with a four 
foot screw-protecting extension. 
The 
diameter is ten feet three Inches amid­ 
ship and the molded diameter is the 
same. The boat can travel under wa­ 
ter eight knots an 
hour for eight 
hours and ten knots on the surface. 
The power comes from a gasoline en­ 
gine and a dynamo, the former to be 
used when the boat is sailing along 
the surface and the latter when she is 
submerged. 
It will take less than a 
minute to submerge the boat and about 
the same length of time for her to rise 
to the surface. Six men will constitute 
the crew. 
The armament consists of 
three torpedo tubes, one at the upper 


bow of the boat being an aerial tor­ 
pedo thrower, with a range of one mile. 
Six projectiles weighing 180 pounds 
each, with charges of IOO pounds of ex­ 
plosives, are to be stored for this gun. 
Almost directly beneath the 
torpedo 
thrower is an explosive tube for White­ 
head torpedoes. Only three of these 
torpedoes will be carried, as each one 
weighs 850 pounds. At the stern of the 
boat is a submarine gun, which, with a 
100-pound charge of explosive, can hurl 
a 400-pound projectile IOO yards 
or 
more through the water. Five of these 
projectiles will be carried. 
Mr. Hol­ 
land was asked by the United States. 
British and Spanish governments to 
allow a representative on board during 
the trial trip of the boat, but he re­ 
fused the request. 
After a trial trip 
he says he will allow an engineer from 
each government to see the workings 
of the boat, which it is believed will 
revolutionize warfare. Several foreign 
nations have bid for the vessel, but it 
is likely that Mr. Holland will sell it to 
the United States.—From the New 
York Journal.

R A I L R O A D . 


II Will B* Finished B*f*t« Many S«v 
seas Ar* P u t 
Apropos of the Swiss railroads, there 
seems to be every prospect that before 
many more Swim seasons are past the 
railway up the Jungfrau will be an ac­ 
complished fact, says the London 
Truth. M. Guyer-Zeller of Zurich, the 
projector of the line, and chairman of 
the syndicate which has the conces­ 
sion, sends me an English translation 
of his descriptive account of the un­ 
dertaking. from which it appears that 
the capital ie now being raised and 
that the construction of the line la to 
be commenced early in the summer. 
It is expected that the first section of 
theJiae^ ending at the Eiger station, 
wlR^h© finished in two years. Unless, 
therd&»se»' ’unforeseen difficulties are 
encountered—which, in view of what 
has already been accomplished in the 
way of mountain railways in Switzer­ 
land, seems highly 
improbable—the 
completion of the whole undertaking is 
purely a question of time. The line, as 
at present projected, will start from the 
Scheldegg station on the Wengernalp 
railway and run straight to the foot of 
the Eiger glacier. There it will take a 
turn to the east and burrow around 
the inside of the mountain to the Eiger 
station, where the tunnel will be open­ 
ed with an arcade at the side, like the 
galleries on the Axenstrasse. Thence 
the tunnel will proceed In a straight 
line through the Monch and the Jung- 
fraujoch, curving around 
the 
upper 
portion of the Jungfrau until It ter­ 
minates on a platform sixty-five met­ 
ers below the summit of the moun­ 
tain. 
Here the 
adventurous 
moun­ 
taineer will leave his carriage and per­ 
form the remainder of his journey by 
an "elevator” fixed In a shaft opening 
on the very summit For the benefit of 
those who like a little exercise when 
ascending the Alps there will be 
corkscrew staircase to the top round 
the outside of the elevator.

years ago. 
This may have been one 
of the three copies already mentioned, 
but in any case only five at the most 
can be accounted for at the present 
time. The book is consequently scarcer 
than "Pauline.”

to a short time of his death, and. when 
his attention was called to it, expressed 
a doubt whether it might not be a 
fabrication.— A nthenaeum.

3317, so that these proverbs were col­ 
lected when the oldest man on record 
was a lively young fellow of 300 years.

These idiosyncrasies are some­ 
times manifested in an exceedingly dis­ 
tressing manner upon the bench, and 
when they take the form of imposi­ 
tion of the sentences which, while per­ 
mitted by law, are altogether out of 
proportion to the gravity of the of­ 
fense, it stands to reason that some 
means should exist of repairing the 
wrong thus inflicted upon an unfortu­ 
nate fellow-creature. Sir Robert Reid, 
who was the attorney-general of the 
last liberal 
administration, did 
not 
hesitate to declare the other day in 
the house of commons, during the 
course of a discussion on the subject, 
that “ferocious and cruel punishment^’ 
were sometimes 
inflicted 
from 
the 
bench and cited the incident where a 
certain judge had been "guilty of the 
awful wickedness of increasing a pris­ 
oner’s sentence by several years for 
impertinence to himself during 
the 
course of the trial.” Moreover, the 
quarter sessions of the various coun­ 
ties—tribunals which are composed of 
county gentlemen and territorial mag­ 
nates—are renowned for the terrible 
severity with which they punish petty 
offenses against property and the game 
laws, while manifesting an extraordi­ 
nary leniency where crimes of 
Vio­ 
lence are concerned. 
As the matter 
stands now there is no means of re­ 
vising these sentences, no method of 
appealing against them. 
Perhaps no more striking illustra­ 
tion of the urgent necessity of a court 
of appeal for criminal cases can be 
cited than a case related by 
Leslie 
Stephen in his recently published life j 
of his brother, the 
late 
Sir James ' 
Fltzjanies Stephen, who was one of the 
most eminent jurists and judges cf 
his day, but who was undoubtedly suf­ 
fering from an unbalanced mind dur­ 
ing the last year or two that he sat 
on the bench as judge of the high 
court judicature. It seems that he had 
sentenced a convict to a certain term 
of imprisonment. 
As the man was 
being led from the dock by the jailers 
he called out: "Yer can’t do it! I tell 
yer, ye can’t do i t ” Sir James, who 
was at that time in perfect mental and 
physical health, was so much struck 
by the remark that, very much to his 
credit, he had the prisoner brought 
back and asked him what he m eant 
The convict explained that the punish­ 
ment for his offense was a shorter 
term than the judge had awarded him. 
Sir James, on looking up the law, 
found that the prisoner was right and 
amended on the spot the decree which 
he had issued, diminishing the term 
of penal servitude by no less 
than 
three years. But had he not done so, 
had he not consented of his own ac­ 
cord to modify the sentence before the 
court rose, no power on earth could 
have saved the man from suffering the 
full term of the original sentence— 
unless, of course, the home secretary. 
in the name of the queen, had granted 
the man a pardon. 
Now the home secretary, in the ma­ 
jority of cases, is not a lawyer by pro­ 
fession. 
Moreover, he is obviously 
susceptible to the political influence of 
the party which looks upon him as 
one of its leaders in parliament Yet 


is answerable to no one but to her owu 
conscience. 


S te w a r d ’s

for two or three persons in a party,

I. A package contain Inn ten

office to each chairman of town board and 
to each fire warden In unorganised te r­ 
ritory, and they 
should 
be 
carefully 
posted, aa provided by Section d. of the 
Forest reservation Act of April IM, 1MU.Y 
I f any should be received by chairm en 
in town* so m uch settled aa not to re­ 
quire precautions against forest or prairie 
fire* the town board can exercise lie 
discretion in regard to their being posted. 
II. C hairm en are requested to p ro m p t­ 
ly fill mid re tu rn the blank entitled " F ire 
W ardens for IMW!;” also, hand to their 
colleagues a copy of within 
circular*, 
which should be carefully studied. 
III. Section 0. of said law requires you 
to “ take precaution* to prevent the s e t­ 
ting of forest or prairie fires.” 
It may 
be about Impossible to extinguish a forest 
tire in dry and very windy w eath er: but 
lf lire w ardens do their duty thoroughly 
they can alm ost entirely prevent the oc­ 
currence of dangerous fires. It Is a viola­ 
tion of Section t», of the act for anyone 
to set a fire in dry w eather. 
Fire warden* 
m ust m ake this know n and they must 
firmly enforce tho law by exem plary pro­ 
secution*. This I* the third y ear th** law 
ha* been in operation and it should now 
he strictly enforced. 
Fire warden** will 
them selves be liable to prosecution lf they 
fail to have it so enforced. They should 
tak e a pride In boing able to report at 
the end of the season that no fires have 
occurred in their town. 
IV. The annual reports of fire warden** 
for IMW show there were In th at year 
fifteen Ie** forest and prairie tires caused 
by railroad locomotives 
th an In 
I MI to. 
There Is. however, much room for fu r­ 
ther improvement. An engineer whose lo­ 
comotive nets tire a second tittie should be 
prosecuted. 
It would not be 
advisable, 
however, on m aking arre st it* tak e him 
from hi* train, but he shout*] have a week 
or ten day*' notice In which to a p p ear and 
an sw er before the court. Such offenses 
ar*1 likewise Indictable by the gran d jury. 
Fire w ardens owe it to them selves to **o 
th at there is In their districts a mark**! 
decrease of fire* caused by railroad loeo- 
motlvcs. 
V. 
Com plaint 
ha* been publicly m ade 
Within the last few m o n th s th a t fires have 
been set by people to obtain pay for p u t­ 
ting them out. 
"Such crim inal 
and dis­ 
graceful proceeding* m ay have occurred 
In a f« w Instances, but they 
certainly 
cannot bt* common. 
Fire warden* who 
have reason to suspect any offense of 
tills sort should, for the honor of their 
comm unity, have It stopped, and it Is 
hoped they will use a wise course and 
accomplish such object. 
V I. 
Several com plaints have been re­ 
ceived from fir** w ardens that the county 
commissioner* have refused to audit their 
accounts. U nder Section M. of the Forest 
Preservation Act of April IM. IWD. county 
commissioners have authority, and it Is 
their duty, to reject any Item or account 
if they ar*> not satisfied of Its Justice. 
T hey cannot, however, arb itrarily refuse 
to audit (exam ine and 
settle) an a c ­ 
count, 
lf th ey were to so do, or unjustly 
disallow accounts they would practically 
nullify tile law. 
It Is 
their 
duty to 
“ au d it” tin' account* of tire w ardens and 
their helpers and allow what, un fair- 
minded nam, tin y are 
satisfied Is Just. 
Section M. of C hapter Pl. of tile General 
Law* of M innesota applies to all public 
officers.

The diffusion of knowledge In re­ 
spect to forestry will promote observance 
of the Forest P reservation Act.

M innesota will lay the foundations of a 
good forestry system (and the prevention 
of forest fires is the first Im portant step 
in such a system ) ll will build tip a con­ 
tinuous, increasing and grand lab o r-fu r­ 
nishing resource, and those who are doing 
ever so hum ble a p a rt in the feeble begin­ 
ning of this w ork m ay feel th a t they are 
rendering honorable service to their com ­ 
m unity anti state. 
T housands of new settlers and farm ers 
In the older stat*** m ade the great m is­ 
take of clearing up land th a t was only 
suitable for forest. 
From such trac ts they 
obtained a very few crops and then the 
land rapidly degenerated till now It Is, 
In m any place*, but little else th an naked 
sand. 
W hereas, lf 
they had left such 
trac ts In for* st it would have been a 
source of continuous profit to them. Many 
settlers In N orthern Minnesota ar** re­ 
peating the sam e mistake, 
It would Is* 
m ore profitable for them lf they would 
look fu rth e r into the future and retain 
In forest every aer** th at Is really u n su it­ 
able for agriculture. 
J he more you can interest people in the 
Im portant suoject of forestry the lighter 
will be your work of enforcing the law.

In French cooking the "bouquet of 
sweet herbs” which is so often given In 
recipes is composed cif a few sprigs of 
parsley, a piece of thyme, a clove of 
garlic, a bay leaf, a couple of cloves 
and 
some 
peppercorns. 
Wrap the 
parsley around the other herbs and tie 
a thread around them. Put into soups 
or sauce in this shape it is then more 
easily removed. 
A dish of English design for 
the 
serving of honey is very appropriately 
made in the shape of a large bee. An 
amber-colored glass body 
holds the 
honey; this fits in a framework of sil­ 
ver, which is so shaped as to form the 
feet and a standard for the dish, while 
the cover is made of 
two 
prettily 
chased silver wings on little hinges, 
which open in the middle by a wing 
turning back on each side. The head 
is also of silver, and 
the attractive 
creature has ruby eyes. The glass body 
is movable and can be lifted from the 
frame. 
Last summer an ingenious woman 
found an ornamental use for an old 
umbrella frame. 
A large 
nail 
was 
driven in the end of the wooden han­ 
dle so it would press into the ground 
with more ease, the frame was opened 
and the handle planted in the middle 
of a round flower bed. A pretty trail­ 
ing vine that had a white blossom was 
placed where each wire rib of the um­ 
brella came, and twined around. Low, 
flowering plants were placed around 
the remaining portion of the bed to 
keep it In good form. 
An old family recipe for ginger beer 
that is easily made is this: Put one 
and one-balf pounds' of granulated su­ 
gar in a large crock or bowl, and two 
ounces of pure ground ginger and one 
lemon sliced thin. 
Pour over these 
eight quarts of boiling water and occa­ 
sionally stir until the liquid becomes 
lukewarm; then add one-quarter of a 
yeast cake that baa been 
dissolved, 
mix well and when 
perfectly 
cold 
strain into bottles and fasten the corks 
securely. Keep the bottles In a mod­ 
erate temperature twelve houri Mid 
then put them in a cool place. This 
beer will be ready to use in four rn fire 
days.

Remsins Shipped East. 


Con d uctor Jam es C. Magee, of the 
Brain erd & Northern Min uesota rail­ 
road met with an accid en t on Satur­ 
d ay morn in g which resulted iu his 
d eath.

them, his leg haviug been cord ed aud 
everythin g d on e that was possible to 
relieve his sufferin g before tho train 
started . 
Dr. G. S. McPherson , the 
road physician at this en d of the lin e, 
took charge of the man as soou as he 
arrived in the city an d placed him in 
the Lum berm an ’s Hospital where he 
am putated the leg n ear the bod y. 
The shock that had been sustain ed 
an d the len gth of time that had elaps­ 
ed however was too much for the 
human system an d Mr. Magee d ied 
about 12:30 o’clock on the same d ay. 
Mr. Magee was 39 years of ago un ­ 
married , an d had resid ed in Brain erd 
for some time. Previous to his employ­ 
men t by the B. & N. M road he had 
worked for uiun y years for the N orth­ 
ern Pacific compan y an d was con sid ­ 
ered a thorough railroad man .

CONDUDTOR MAGEE DIES. 


The result of Injuries Received while in 
the Performance of hie Dutiee. 
Remains Shipped East. 


Conductor James C. Magee, of tbs 
Brainerd & Northern Minnesota rail­ 
road met with an accident on Satur­ 
day morning which resulted iu hia 
death. Mr. Magee was the conductor 
of a logging train and was on his way 
north for a train load of logs on the 
morning when the unfortunate acci­ 
dent occurred. His train arrived at 
Jenkins station a little before 7 o’clock, 
took water and had started on the trip 
and when Mr. Magee attempted to get 
onboard he slipped and fell under 
the moving oars the wheels running 
over his right leg above the kneej 
The accident was witnessed by some 
of the train men as soon as possible 
an engine and oaboose was started 
for Brainerd with the injured mao on 
board ss fast as steam could bring 
them, his leg having been corded and 
everything done that was possible to 
relieve his suffering before the train 
started. Dr. G. S. McPherson, the 
road physician st this end pf the line, 
took charge of the man as soon ss bs 
arrived in the city end placed him in 
the Lumberman’s Hospital where he 
amputated the leg near the body. 
The shock that had been sustained 
and the length of time that had elaps­ 
ed however wee too much for the 
tinman system end Mr. Mages died 
about 12:30 o’clock on the same day. 
Mr. Magee was 39 years of age un­ 
married, and bad resided in Brainerd 
for some time. Previous to his employ­ 
ment by the B. & N. M. road he had 
worked for many years for the North­ 
ern Pacific company and was consid­ 
ered a thorough railroad man. He 
was a member of the local order of 
Red Men and the members of that 
order took charge of the remains, 
marching from the undertaking rooms 
to the train on Sunday evening at 
which time they were shipped to his 
boas in Rockwood, Ontario, P . H. 
Gerry accompanying the body to that 
pines. 
It is understood that Mr. Magee 
carried an accident policy of $2000.

Under tho Act of tho Legislature of Minnesota for the preservation of 


formats and) for the prevention and suppression of forest and prairie fires, 


approved April 18th, 1895, 


The following are liable to a penalty no't exceeding $ioo or imprieon- 
ment not exceeding three months: 


Any person refusing, without cause, to assist fire wardens in extinguishing 
forest or prairie fires. 
Any fire warden who neglects to perforin his duties. 


Any person who willfully, negligently or carelessly sets on fire, or eaoaaa 
to be set on fire, any woods, prairies or other combustible material 
thereby causing injury to another. 


Aoy person who shall kindle a fire, on or dangerously Omar to forest or 
prairie laud sud leave it unquenched, or who shall be a party thereto. 


Aoy person who shall use other than incombustible fi reweds for firearms 
or carry a Baked torah, firebrand or other exposed light in or 
dangerously ussr to forest lead. 


Any parson who shall willfully or heedlessly deface, destroy or remove 
this or aoy other warning placard posted under the requirements of 
the above mentioned Act. 


Any railroad company willfully neglecting to provide efficient spark 
arresters on its engines; or to keep its right of way to the width of 
IOO feet cleared of combustible m aterial; or which shall fail to comply 
with other provisions of Suction 12, of tho above mentioned Act. 


The following are liable to a penalty of not less than $3 nor more 
than $50. 


Any railroad employe who willfully violates the provisions of Section 12, of 
the above mentioned Act. 


Any owner of threshing or other portable steam engine who neglects to 
have efficient spark arresters, or who shall deposit live coals or hot 
ashes witthont extinguishing the same. 


The following are liable to a penalty not exceeding $300 or imprison* 
ment in the state prison not over ten years, or both: 


Any person who rn iliciously sets or causes to be set on fire any woods, 
prairie or other combustible material whereby tbs property of another 
ia destroyed aud life is sac rificed.

Along the n o rth Jersey coast from 
Long Branch to 
Asbury 
Park 
the 
coast is formed of bluffs aud 
high 
ground and walls that will offer direct 
resistance to the waves m ust be con­ 
structed to protect them 
from 
the 
waves, says Lippincott’s. 
These binits 
are being washed away rapidly where 
not protected by some artificial device, 
and the sand is carried back into the 
sea, whore sandbars are formed with 
it. 
Many years ago when the Jersey 
seaside resorts first became prominent 
efforts were made to protect this shore 
with heavy 
tim ber 
bulkheads. 
But 
each recurring w inter these 
massive 
tim bers were washed away and a good 
slice of the bluffs was leveled. 
No 
m atter how' heavy and strong 
this 
sort of protection is made the sea is 
pretty sure to batter it down in tim e 
and the work must be repeated. 
For 
fifteen years now' property-owners have 
worsted their money in building m ake­ 
shift tim ber walls to protect their land 
from the ocean along many parts 
of 
our coast. The same am ount of money 
put in strong walls of m asonry and 
concrete would yield perm anent results 
that would endure for half a century 
and in time this m ust be the outcome 
of the present abortive 
attem pts 
to 
keep back the sea. 
Besides wooden walls num erous je t­ 
ties run out into the ocean to break the 
force of the current, and in this way 
the dam age to the bluffs Is somewhat 
lessened. 
Nearly every storm of any 
great fury not only carries away 
or 
demolishes part of the w'alls but makes 
great inroads into the bluffs of sand 
behind them. 
A solid stone wall with 
sloping faces to the sea, would protect 
the bluffs so that private and public 
property would be secure for ail time. 
The best illustration of this principle 
of coast defense can be seen In 
the 
num erous stone breakwaters construct­ 
ed by the governm ent for harbor pro­ 
tection.

xeen committed which needs forgive- 
aess and mercy. 
Moreover, judges, no m atter 
how 
eminent and how anxious to be im- 
>artial and just, are. 
after 
all, but 


it is upon him, as m atters now stand, 
that the responsibility rests of repair­ 
ing any judicial error by the unusual 
m eans of a queen’s pardon. 
Indeed. 
he is possessed of no legal knowledge 
and, moreover, exercises the right of 
granting the 
crown’s 
pardons 
not 
through any 
constitutional 
preroga­ 
tive but merely by modern usage, th*' 
state of affairs is extremely unsatisfac­ 
tory.

Before Queen Victoria came to the 
throne this prerogative was exercised 
exclusively by the sovereign, who like­ 
wise signed all the death w arrants of 
criminals, the "home secretary merely 
actliiW In an flfiK isory and secretarial 
capacity, seeing that the- m onarch’s 
orders were carried Into effect. 
But when Victoria succeeded to th? 
crown as a girl barely 18 years old it 
was felt that it would be unjust to ask 
so young and innocent a m in i to as­ 
sume the responsibility of tending to 
or holding from the gallows crim inals 
convicted of capital offenses. 
Accord­ 
ingly it was resolved in council that 
the secretary of state for the home de 
partm ent should tako charge cf the 
m atter himself and should sign the 
w arran t in the queen’s nam e without 
consulting her or taking her wishes 
upon the subject. 
It was in this way 
that the queen and the British mon­ 
archy lost torever th a t constitutional 
prerogative 
of 
mercy 
and 
pardon 
which has always been regarded as the 
most priceless jewel in the crowns of 
the old world 
monarchs, and 
it 
is 
doubtful 
w hether 
today, 
with 
Up­ 
growth of Democratic sentim ent 
in 
England, the sovereign would be 
al­ 
lowed to reassume possession thereof. 
For, with the popular theory that it 
is the people, rather than the monarch, 
who are really sovereign, It stands to 
reason that parliam ent prefers to se" 
the power of pardon vested in

T H E HOLLAND 
SUBMARINE BOAT. 


In the presence of a few persons the 
Holland subm arine torpedo boat 
was 
launched at the 
Crescent 
shipyards, 
Elizabeth, N. J., the other day. 
The 
vessel was christened "The Holland" 
by Mrs. Nixon, wife of Lieutenant Lew­ 
is Nixon, the 
constructor. 
Inventor 
Holland says there will not be any a t­ 
tempt at subm arine evolutions for sev­ 
eral weeks. 
The boat is cylindrical in shape, fif­ 
ty feet three inches long, with a four 
foot screw-protecting extension. 
The 
diameter is ten feet three inches am id­ 
ship and the molded diam eter is the 
same. 
The boat can travel under wa­ 
ter eight knots an 
hour 
for 
eight 
hours and ten knots on the surface. 
The power comes from a gasoline en­ 
gine and a dynamo, the former to be 
used when the boat is sailing along 
the surface and tho latter when she is 
submerged. 
It will take lees than 
a 
minute to submerge the boat and about 
the same length of time for her to rise 
to the surface. Six men will constitute 
the crew. 
The arm am ent consists of 
three torpedo tubes, one at the upper 


bow of the boat being an aerial tor- 
pedo thrower, with a range of one mile. 
Six projectiles weighing 180 pounds 
each, with charges of IOO pounds of ex­ 
plosives, are to be stored for this gun. 
Almost directly beneath the 
torpedo 
throw er ie an explosive tube for W hite­ 
head torpedoes. 
Only three of 
these 
torpedoes will be carried, as each one 
weighs 830 pounds. At the stern of the 
boat is a subm arine gun, which, with a 
100-pound charge of explosive, can hurl 
a 400-pound projectile IOO yards 
or 
more through the water. 
Five of tires * 
projectiles will be carried. 
Mr. Hol­ 
land was asked by the United States. 
British and Spanish governm ents 
to 
allow a representative on board during 
the trial trip of the boat, but he re­ 
fused the request. 
After a trial trip 
he says he will allow an engineer from 
each governm ent to see the workings 
of the boat, which it is believed will 
revolutionize warfare. Several foreign 
nations have bid for the vessel, but it 
is likely that Mr. Holland will sell it to 
the 
United 
States.— From 
the

means should exist of repairing the 
wrong thus inflicted upon an unfortu­ 
nate fellow-creature. 
Sir Robert Reid, 
who was the attorney-general of the 
last liberal 
adm inistration, did 
not 
hesitate to declare the other day in 
the house 
of 
commons, during 
the 
course of a discussion on the subject, 
that “ ferocious and cruel punishm ents" 
were sometimes 
inflicted 
from 
the 
bench and cited the incident where a 
certain judge had been “guilty of the 
awful wickedness of increasing a pris- 
oner's sentence by several years for 
impertinenc? to himself 
during 
the 
course of 
the 
trial.” 
Moreover, the 
quarter sessions of the various coun­ 
ties—tribunals which are composed of 
county gentlemen and territorial m ag­ 
nates—are renowned for the terrible 
severity with which they punish petty 
offenses against property and the game 
laws, while m anifesting an extraordi­ 
nary leniency where crimes of 
Vio­ 
lence are concerned. 
As the m atter 
stands now there is no means of re­ 
vising these sentences, no method of 
appealing against them. 


Perhaps no more striking illustra­ 
tion of the urgent necessity of a court 
of appeal for crim inal cases can be 
cited than a case related by 
Leslie 
Stephen in his recently published life 
of his brother, the 
late 
Sir Jam es 
Fitzjam es Stephen, who was one of the 
most em inent jurists and judges cf 
his day, but who was undoubtedly suf­ 
fering from an unbalanced mind (lur­ 
ing the last year or two th a t he sat 
on the bench as judge of the 
high 
c m rt judicature. 
It seems that he had 
sentenced a convict to a certain term 
of imprisonm ent. 
As the man was 
being led from the dock by the jailers 
he called out: “ Yer can’t do it! 
I tell 
yer, ye can’t do it.” 
Sir James, who 
was at that time in perfect mental and 
physical health, was so much struck 
by the rem ark that, very much to his 
credit, he had the prisoner brought 
back and asked him w hat he meant. 
The convict explained th a t the punish­ 
m ent for his offense was a shorter 
term than the judge had awarded him. 
Sir James, on looking up 
the 
law, 
found th a t the prisoner was right and 
amended on the spot the decree which 
he had issued, dim inishing the term 
of penal servitude by no 
less 
than 
three years. 
But had he not done so, 
had he not consented of his own a c ­ 
cord to modify the sentence before the 
court rose, no power on earth could 
have saved the man from suffering th? 
full term of the original sentence— 
unless, of course, the home secretary. 
in the nam e of the queen, had granted 
the m an a pardon. 
Now the home secretary, In the m a­ 
jority of cases, is not a lawyer by pro­ 
fession. 
Moreover, he 
is 
obviously 
susceptible to the political influence of 
the party which looks upon him as 
one of its leaders in parliament. 
Yet 


is answerable to no one but to her own 
conscience.

U S E F U L H O U S E H O L D H IN T S . 


Try soaking your lamp wicks In vin­ 
egar for a f**w hours before they are 
put Into the lamps; they will give a 
better and clearer light. 
The 
wick 
must be thoroughly dried after It has 
been soaked before being put into the 
lamp. 
In French cooking the "bouquet of 
sweet herbs” which Is so often given in 
recipes is composed <if a few sprigs of 
parsley, a piece of thyme, a clove of 
garlic, a bay leaf, a couple of cloves 
and 
some 
peppercorns. 
W rap the 
parsley around the other herbs and tie 
a thread around them 
Put into soups 
or sauce in this shape it is then more 
easily removed. 
A dish of English design for 
the 
serving of honey is very appropriately 
made in the shape of a large bee. 
An 
amber-colored glass body 
holds the 
honey; this fits in a fram ework of sil­ 
ver, which is so shaped as to form the

is also of silver, and

lukewarm ; then add one-quarter of a 
yeast cake th a t has been 
dissolved, 
mix well and when 
perfectly 
cold 
strain into bottles and fasten the corks 
securely. 
Keep the bottles In a mod­ 
erate tem perature twelve hours and 
then put them In a cool place,

beer will be ready to use In four or five 
days.

Tho accideut was witnessed by some 
of the tram men as soon as possible 
au engine and caboose was started 
for Brainerd with the injured man on 
board as fast as steam could bring 
them, his leg having been corded aud 
everything done that was possible to 
relieve h>s suffering before tho train 
started. 
Dr. G. S. McPherson, the 
road physician at this end of the line, 
took chargo of the man as soon as he 
arrived in the city and placed him in 
the Lum berm an’s Hospital where he 
amputated the leg near the body. 
The shock that had been sustained 
and the length of time that had elaps­ 
ed however was too much for the 
human system and Mr. Magee died 
about 12:30 o’clock on the same day. 
Mr. Magee was 39 years of ago un­ 
married, and had resided in Bramord 
for some tano. Previous to his employ­ 
ment by the B. & N. M road ho had 
worked for many years for tho North­ 
ern Pacific company and was consid­ 
ered a thorough railroad man. 
He 
was a member of tho local order of 
Red Men and the meolfcers of that 
order took charge of tho remains, 
marching from tho undertaking rooms 
to the train on Sunday evening at 
which time they were shipped to his 
home in Rockwood, Ontario, P . H. 
Gerry accompanying the body to that 
plaee. 
It is understood that Mr. Magee 
carried an accident policy of $2000.

OfBce of State Forest Commissioner, 
St. Paul, Minn., March 26, 


Under the Act of tha Legislature of Minnesota for the preservation ot 


forests and for the prevention and suppression of forest and prairie fires. 


approved April 18th, 1895. 


The following are liable to a penalty not exceeding $ 1 0 0 or imprison­ 
ment nGt exceeding three months: 


Any person refusing, without cause, to assist fire wardens iu extinguishing 
forest or prairie fires. 


Any fire warden who negleotu to perforin his duties. 


Any person who willfully, negligently or carelessly sets ou are, or caasoa 
to be set on fire, any woods, prairies or other combustible material 
thereby causing injury to another. 


Any person who shall kindle a fire, on or dangerously near to forest or 
prairie land and leave it unquenched, or who shall be a party thereto. 


Any person who shall use other than incombustible firewads for firearms 
or carry a naked torch, firebrand or other ex{>osed light in or 
dangerously near to forest land. 


Any person who shall willfully or heedlessly deface, destroy or remove 
this or any other warning placard posted under the requirements of 
the above mentioned Act. 


Any railroad company willfully neglecting to provide efficient spark 
arresters ou its engines; 
or to keep s’ right of way to the width of 
100 feet cleared of combustible mateiial; or which ahull fail to comply 
with other provisions of Section 12, of the ; huve mentioned Act. 


The following are liable to a penalty af not less than $ 5 nor more 
than $50. 


Any railroad employe who willfully \ iolaU s the provisions of Section 12, of 
the above mentioned Act. 


Any owner of threshing or other portable steam engine who neglects to 
have efficient spark aire ter .
